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MINUTES OF THE CITY CCUNCIL
CITY OF AUSTIN, TEXAS
Regular Meeting

November 1, 1962
10:00 A.M.

Council Chamber, City Hall

The neeting was called to order with Mayor Palmer presiding.
Roll call:

Invocstion was delivered by REV. W. M. LOGAN, University Presbyterian
Church.

COLONEL VANCE MURPHY, Director of Aviation, introduced COLONEL FRARK P.
BENDER, who has heen recently assigned to Bergstrom Air Force Base. The Mayor
and Council greeted and welcomed COLONEL BEERDER to Austin in this important
capacity.

MR. JACK KING, Manager, Capitol Plaza, asked permission for s firevorks
display st Capitol Plaza tonight at T7:00 P.M. and 9:00 P.M., statling clesrance
bad been given by the Fire Marsbal, and the State Fire Insurance Department.
Councilman Perry moved subject to the Hire Marshal's approval that this permis-
sion to have this fire works display tonight be granted. The moticn, seconded
by Councilmen White, carried by the following vote:

MR. CLARENCE FLORROY, stated in 1955, with the City's approval, he
developed a subdivision on Webberville Road, building his houses to the 487
elevation as required by the Director of Public Works so there would be nc
danger of their being flooded. In the last few years more water had been
thrown into Fort Brench Creek and his houses are being flcoded, and he had
some pictures which he displayedé. He had been under the impression this problem
was in a five year program; but nothirng has been done about it; and he asked that
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this area be placed ir 2 program to eliminate this flooding and dig the ditch
out end correct the drainage. The Mayor stated the Council would discuss this
with the City Manager and go by and look at the ares.

MR. JOHK WAIES stated the matiter of special sarrangement for parking
meters had been brought up before. Salesmen were particularly interested in
the issusnce of decals that would permit them to park in parking meter zones
at a monthly rate. The reguest is not for all-day parking, but for something
to avoid getting parking tickets for over psrking. The Mayor explained the
reasons for parking meters, snd stated there were meny people making similar
requests. The City Attorney explained the legsl status end stated the granting
of a lease-right on the streets would subject the whole ordinance to invalida-
tion. The Mayor etated there was nothing the Council could do about this
request.

MR. C. T. JOBNSON came hefore the Council in the interest of Civil
Defense, suggesting that Wooldridge Park was an idesl location for & large bomb
shelter, as it was centrally located, that ir addition to its being used as a
shelter, a building could be erected and used as a public or private varking
lot; and that construction of & shelter would he inexpenslve, ag the excavation
would be unnecessary. He suggested the use of overpasses as shelters; and as
boulevards were bullt, these shelters could be included. The Mayor stated Austin
vag proud 1o have a man in charge of the Civil Defense a5 qualified as COLONEL
KENGLA, and that Austin wes sware of the situstion and was trying to wake as
great a provision in case of an attack as any city possibly could. Councllmen
Perry stated the Government had determined to make use of the buildings elready
constructed that had shelter provisions, and were stocking these shelters now;
and until the time all shelters are prepared, it would be false economy o
build other shelters and attempt to provide them with food, water and radiaiion
protection. The Mayor thanked Mr. Johnson for his interest.

MR. ROBERT T. DAVIS appeared in the interest of the aspplication he filed
regarding a TV Community Antemna System. The Mayor stated the City Attorney had
been requested te give the Council sn opinion no later ithan December 15th, settinﬁ
out just what it could do legally inscfar as the granting of s franchise for tie-!
ing on to the power poles and crossing thoroughfares. He stated at this time the
Council will be guided by his opinion snd will discuss it and see what it can do.

Councilman White moved thet the Minutes of the Meeting of October 23,
1962, be approved. The moticn, seconded by Counciliwar Perry, carried by the
following vote:

MR. JOHN O. RANEY appeared requesting consideration of amending the Austin
Develompment FPlan to permit him to subdivide three lots on Weidemsr Lane for resi-
derntial uses. The Director of Flanning discussed this loecation with reference
t0 industrial sreas in the vicinity, and stated the Planning Commission 4id not
recomsend any change in the Plsn. The Mayor stated the Council had discussed
this and had looked st the site. He pointed out scme of the problems that would
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arise to the residents when the industrial development took place. The Mayor
stated he hoped the Citizens Committee will study this type of zoning--recipro-
cal zoning; as when an srea is zoned industrial it must be used that way. After
discussion, Councilmwan Perry moved that the application for change in the
Develorment Plsn be DENIED. The motion, seconded by Councilmer White, carried
by the fellowing vote:

10 the Urban Renewsl Commission, asking for their recommendation on this matter
t0 be presented to the Planning Commission and considered vhen it comes up. :

and presented prior to that time to the Urban Renewal Commission. The motion.

The Mayor commended the Police Department, parents and children for
cooperating in making this Halloween an exceptionalily good Belloween night.

MR. TED THOMPSON asked the Council to refer to & proper study commitiee
the development plan for the new town lake with the view of prohibiting com-
mercial operations of eny kind and making this & beautiful perk for the City.
He suggested & 25 or 50 year project be planned from Montepolis Bridge to Tom
Miller Dam. The Mayor stated the City had a fine ILake Study Committee; and
Just recently it hed recommended the employment of a firm to design what Mr.
Thompson bad suggested. He explained it would bhe a long-range plan for the
lake, but an immediate plan for develomment of the area between Congress Avenue !
Bridge and Lamar Bridge. Mr. Thompson suggested that the 0ld Colisewm, the old
Base Ball Park, and Chamber of Commerce Building be removed from the fuditorium
tract, and that this area be usged for itwo more big municipal stmuctures and for
& besutiful Municipsl Center.

The Council greeted and recognized former COMMISSIONER HARRY NOLAN.

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COURCTIMAN BOB ARMSTRONG made a report cn the Symposium covering Urban
Transportation, held in Detroit,; October 23rd, the report being as follows:

Mayor Pelmer endfustin City Councilmen:

This Symposiuvm that I attended im Detroit, October 23rd, was called by
the President of the Automobile Menufsacturers Association and wae in connection
with the 44th Annual Automobile Nationsl Show; however, it was corducted sep-
arately.

The meeting was devoted to the degree of impact of the automobile and
other forms of mass transportation on land use in cities. U465 interested people
from 35 states snd several foreign countries were in attendance by invitation.
There were 16 men on the panelg-~they were all outstanding in the field of thelr
subject. They were research and development men, state highway ergineers, real
estate consultents, university professors, Federal Agency representatives; reil-
road executives, asrchitects, heads of trucking associations and repid transit
officials. They all had the same theme, which was "The Dynamics of Urban
Transportetion”.

There were far more things brought up in this two day Urban Traffic
Symposium thar I could ever comprehensively report to you. The Chalrmen enticlip-
ated this and made provisions to take care of them.

The mechanics of the meeting were; Upon arrival we were given a binder
with all of the papers that esch men on the panels was to give--we could look
them over and know what thelr topic wes in advance--each of the four panels
consisting of 4 men each and a moderator. The subject discussed by each panel
was:

Penel I - Interaction of Urbap Transportation and Land Use.
" II - Transportation Service to Downtown Areas.
¥ III - Flapning Urbsn Reglonal Transportation Facilities.
" IV - Financing and Implementing Urban Transportation Systems.

Each panelist tock 12 minutes for thelr presentation of their capsule version
of the lengthy paper that they prepsred and wilich was printed earlier. The
moderator took the same amount of time and gave a summery of the four panelists.
The audience wes provided with cardes thet they could write questions te sent up
for penelists' sunswers. Thig lasted another hour. A transcript was taken of )
the capsule version--the questions,; the answers and discussions. These will be
printed and mailed to each person that had registered, then the binder will be
complete,

Then lunch and break for two hours, then snother two hour sessicn from
2 to l~-each of the two days--where the seme procedure wes followed es outlined
above.

The Autcmobile Msnufecturers Association started inquiries as where to
operate and store the autos thet the public is demsnding. Today there are over
76 million cars in operation. They are going on the road faster tham they are
being retired.

Only 50 yesrs ago our U. S. population was about 95 millior, about half
lived in rural areas, with the population increase and the movement to Metropol-

itan areas, the influx wes Just under 30% between 1950 to 1960. This increase
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canses tremendous transportation problems. 100,000 plus population cities are
comparatively new--just the last 50 years has seen & period of massive, growth.
In 1915 the use of the few automobiles was 5 miles per day--now it is up to 50
miles per day and there are 80 many more of them.

In this world of wheels, automobiles need city planning. The automobile
has been the dominant force in city pisnning for the last 4O years.

Fleaning would include both metropolitan cities and state levels, they
have to work together. Automcbile use will continue to grow, but individual
needs will have to be supplemented by repid transit and other {transportstion
facilities In mejor citlies. This plaocning is also imperative for stinller
cities that expect to grow. Invariably the question arises, "How do we get
people to do what the planners have planned?"

Central business districts (we call ours the downtown area) or (downtown
unlimited) or whatever it 1s, will not dissppear because a dowvntown arca can
perform better than any other system that has been found.

Dovntown Baltimore has not had a new huilding in 30 years until recently, ﬁ
now they have a new hotel and multiple story office building. One aided the i
other and brought 4,000 additional parking spaces for autcmobiles in their downe
town area. Baltimore Downtown Ares is now compietely changed and is self-
sustaining. Baltimore is being reviwed from & dead city. Tt teok the effort
of the Chamber of Commerce, City Adndnistration, Women snd Civie Clubs, slong
with a good manager.

Municipal functions needs to be located in the middle of & city. Van-
couver; British Columbla, built out 5 miles. HNow they are considering moving
back.

It was the opinion of some that the best solution for big cities is &
rapld transit system, or sufficlent parking spsce. C{entral business districts
can't work sné exist without such fecilities. Cities cennot be wnbuilt. They
offer too meny economic edventsges, as they are new. The principal thing is to
move people repidly in and out of downtown areass--then have a place to care for
the cars. One department store owns 4 parking lots; they make more money than
the store. Some lots yleld as much as $6.00 per sq.ft. per year to their owners.

There are sbout 100 million Americans that asre too young or too old to
drive a car. There are about 87 million drivers with 76 million cars.

OQur grestest Highway Project~---the 41,000 mile National System of
Icterstate Defense Highways, which were supposed to be completed in 1972, at
the rate they are going will not be completed until 1981. My Texas pride goes
up wvhen I em informed that out State is further along than any other state in
this program. We all are sc very proud of the recent completion of the portion
through Austin, which is not only functiomsl, but adds to the besuty of out city.
Texas is indeed fortunate to have such a fine Highway Department.

The opinicn was expressed that clties with expressways seemed tc do
better economically than those that do not have them. Often the same problem
prevails as with state freewsys--1% divides the town, destroye historicel lsnd-
marks, creates bitterness between city planmers snd citizens that becomss not
a cold war. Only last week a bill was passed in Congress to glve some rellefl
to families and businesses that have to be moved for freeways apd expressways.
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Some railroeds have put their terminals at the outskirts of a city,
since they are using more and more piggy-becks and cartons, thereby releasing
valuable land in downtown aress. Shorthaul truek firms are meintaining down-
town headquarters for distributing merchardise--from The Rallroad long Hauls.

One pasnelist wanted tc challenge the auto manufscturers to build a car
vith & collap@ible: roof and retractable wheels; in order that it could be
stacked for perking with a fork lift. This was prompted by the fact thst most
cars are st rest more than they are in moiion. BEe warned the manufecturers that,
if they did not do scmetbing, autos might be barred from central bugliness dise
tricts-«just a8 chariots were once barred fram the streets of Rome in the
ancient days. The average car covers 120 sq.f%. of floor space, but it requires
25 feet to park it. He referred to an auto ss a "limited, large shackled
creature capeble of moving only forward or backward in large turning areas'.

If this car cammot be developed, his alternate was to build cities with three

layers of roads--top for pedesterians, middie-passenger cars and the bottom for |
trucks. He threatened that if the industry could not provide relief, the govern-!
ment might.

Another panelist suggested electronic price computors, and at the end of
the month a motorist would be masiled a bhill for his use of the highway or street.
This idea was not very well accepted becsuse of the existing fuel and present
automobile taxes.

Washington, D. C. will have a new type bus within the nexi slx months to b
tried out. They maintein thet in moving mssses,; the bus has to be tailored to
strike the public's fancy.

The rapid transit system came up meny times, Eventually, a large parking
areg might have to be provided outside the elty, and then the public (both
shoppers and workers) can commte to the downtown area by & rapld transit system.
It takes cne sg. mile to park 90,000 cars. Moving sidewalks were mentiored as
&8 pogsible solution.

This Symposium threw a great deal of light on Urban Trensportation Pro-
blems, but there is much research needed to solve problems for both smell, large,
olé and young cities. The traffic problem is attrecting much interest as evi-
derce by the organizatiors, individuvals, wiiversities, firms and agencles that
were in sttendance. The Symposium Secretary of the American Automobile Mzau.
fecturers Association will pass on eny ideas developed by research in the future
to all of those that registered for this meeting. They will serve as a clearing
house.

Although there were no specific answersg givem in this Symposium, all in !
astterndance recognized the gravity of the subject and left the meeting with &
common purpose "where to live, work, have fun and recrestion, visit friends amnd
how to get to and from these places the quickest, safeat and most ecconomical
ray".

The survey crews do mot runr property line surveys of every-
one's property.

The Council discussed in detsil the Crdinance amending the Heating and
Alr Conditloning Ordinance to establish licensing provisicns. This provision
is recommended by the Flumbing Bosrd of Appeals, Heating and Alr Conditioning
Board, and the Electrical Board.

The Council discussed the adjustment in Hospltal room rates. Councilman
White asked for a little delsy until he could check into the matter more, as
there were a lot of those rcoms that needed peinting, c¢lesned up and nev draper-
ies instslled. He wanbted to check with the Administratdr to see what he plamned
to do sbout it. The City Mansger reported thet the cost of providing rooms was
in excess of the charges made, stating for & six months' period the expense of
providing room and nursing service was $584,7hls, while the charges for six
months brought in $5%9,639 showing s $35,10k loss for six months. The City
Manager stated he belleved the proJjected loss on operatiocn of the rooms includ-
ing other expenses and personnel, would be $200,000, and these proposed rates i
based om 859 occupancy, would produce $188,000. He stated the Administrator and
the Hospital Board recommended the increase in the rates. Councilmar Shenks
inquired if these rates would be over and above those at the other hospitals.
The City Mansger stated the Hospital Board thought the Hospitael wouléd recoup
its losses; and in view of the fact that the other hospitals were going to
raise their rates the first of the year whether the City does or not, that these
proposed retes would be in line witk the others. Councilman White stated the
rates had been raised over there twice and maybe three times; and that is what
is going to drive us to socialized medicine. He asked if it were absolutely
necessary that this be passed today; and if not, he would like to check further.
Iater irn the meeting Councilmen White reported he and the Hospital Administrator
had zade a tour of some of the hospital rooms and there were guite a few that
needed painting, and Mr. Crendall had assured him this would be done in about
20 days. It was explained work was being done on the cutside walle to correct
the dempness that had caused this trouble inside. Councilman White stated there
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were four or five rooms that needed new draperies, and Mr. Crandall was going
to get them in. Councilman White reported this would be dope in 20 days, but
he would be willing to say 30 days. After discussion, Councilmen White moved
that the Council adopt the adjusted rates in room rent as the Hospltal, effec-
tive November lst, 1962, to new admissions, as follows:

Councilmen White had inguired about the operation of the Cafeteria at the
Bospital earlier in the meeting. The City Menager had the figures and reported
there was a $16,831 deficit for last fiscal year's operation, compared to
$24,500 for the preceding year which was an improvement. He said too much hed
been allocated to the cafeteria, and not enough allocated Lo the portion served
to the patients on the floor. The Administrator at the Bospital steted the
costs of the cafeteria were being pretity well covered, and the distribution of
costs to the patients is not in line.

The City Manager reviewed in detall the develomment of Barton Hills Sub-
division and the sewer line as installed. He ssid there were plans for another
line to be lnstalled in Barton Creek to serve land further up the stream, this
line being in the five year bond progrsm; but in the meantime, the City is con-
fronted with not being able to provide sewer lines to other people, since it
does not cwn thig line in Barton Hills. It was his recommendation that this
46851 line be purchased, and make it available to those other pecple. Before
it became overloaded, the other line would be in. It was brought out the owners
agreed to take a 21% discount, which meant the City could acquire this $25,000
line for $19,750. The City Masnager stated this was his recommendation. Council-
man White offered the following resolution ard woved its adoption:

WHEREAS, the City Council on May 21, 1959 authorized the execution of a
certain contract with Barton Valley, Inc. for the instellation of certain veter
mains and sanitary sewer mains in Besrton Hills Section IIT and Section IIIa and
for a refund to said Barton Valley, Inc. of a portion of such cost; and;

WHEREAS, 639 feet of 8§ inch sanitary sewer main and 4,046 feet of 10 iach
sanitary sewer main installed across undeveloped portions of Barton Hills
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Subdivision property, pursuant to plans znd specifications spproved by the
City of Austip, at a cost of $25,000.00, was agreed to be refunded in future
refund contracts as said property was deveioped; and,

WHEREAS, other properties have developed more rapidly thanm anticipsted
apd the City of Austin findsg it desirable to comneet and serve properties other
than Barten Velley, Inc. properties €0 said sanitary sewer main extending across
undeveloped portions of said Berton Valley, Inc. properties; and,

WHEREAS, Barton Valley, Inc. has agreed that if the City of Austin will
make an immediste payment in full resther than pay for said sanitary sewer lines
in increments as the property of Barton Velley, Inc. is developed, that said
Barton Valley, Inc. will accept the sum of $19,750.00 as full and complete pay-
ment for said sanitary sewer mains and essements across which the same are
located; and,

WHEREAS, the Cilty Manager and Director of Water and Sewer Utilities have
recommnded the immediate purchase of said sanitary sewer meins as an aédition
to the utility system of the City of Austin, and the City Council finds it te
be irn the best interest of the City to purchese the same upon the terms outlined
here; Now, Therefore,

The Mayor stated this was a 5
good beginring end the Council would go and look at 1t, giving it further study. |

: The Director of Public Works submitted a request from the Southern Union
Gas Company te locate a regulator pit at the northwest corner of East Woods Park
above ground. It was his recommendation that 1t be placed underground in the
sidewalk area. The City Attorney stated this location was in a park and would
be a diversion of the use of park land. The City Manager stated the Director of
Public Works could suggest tc them to locate this pit underground in the side-
walk area, but not in the park. The Mayor asked for a picture or little sketch,
and saild it would appear they could put in underground in the sidewslk area.

The Clty Manager msde s report on the Highway Depariment ‘s granting per-
mission for the City to use the ares under the Interregionsal Highway at the
Unéerpasses at Tth and Sth Streets for a perking lot. He pointed out one sec-
tion of the contract which would have to be reworded in regard to the city's

indemifying the state for claims mede agsinst the state which had no lisgblility. |

The City Mesnager said the area could be used for any type of parking, and uvhat
parking meters could be installed if desired. The Mayor suggested starting
out using the area for employees' parking and lesving the psrking lot on the
Police and Couris tract for the general public. The City Manager recommended
prohibiting trucks over one snd a half tons,snd any kind of trucks that hed
explosives. The Mayor stated when this particular section in the contract weas
rewritten where it met approval, and when the plan had been approved that the
City would proceed.

The Assistant City Mansger reported the United Fund had been notified,
and 1t hed contacted all of the individual agencies regarding their including
in thelr budget in October, 1963, smounts for utilities. Only one agency had
reported back thet there would be a hardship. The Meyor stated since the plan
had met with such good response that it be put in.

The City Manager stated the Director of Finance wanted to review the
financial status of the City with the Coumcil. The Mayor suggested that this
be heard next Thursday, Kovember Sth.

The City Msnager had a report on the railroad crossings. As te the
Southern Pacific, this Compeny will have only ome train s day, but will put on
many more cars. The City Maneger agsin reviewed the matter of railroad cross-
ings in detail. He said a new suggested proposal hed now been recelved in lieu
of the last ome, which is somewhat like the provision that existed in the last
crossing right-of-way deed which the Railroad Company gave for Koenig Lane.

The propcsal is in the event a signel is required now or in the future, the
City sgrees to participate in the cost of instellation, the extent of psrtlci-
pation to be determined at the time the crossing protective signals are instal.
led. If the City decides & signel is needed it can call on the Railrcad %o
participate. As to the U45th Street crossing, the City has a right tc cross
there, and is moving the location a few feet ncrth. It is proposed to the
Railroad thet this 0ld right-of-way be vacated and that the Rallrocad Company
give the right-of-way for the new crossing. He stated in this case it could
e proposed that this installetion be made, and one or twe a year; and on this
h5th Street crossing that the Railroad Compsny be asked to participate in the
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ingtallation of a signel, and the City would still have the other costs of
putting in the plank crossing and approach Lo the trsct in exchange for the
right-of-vay.

The City Masnager discussed the Denson lane railroad crogsing for an.indus~'
trial subdivision, which #ill provide warshouse facilities for seversl businesseg
It was his recommendation that the subdivider bear a portion of the cost of in-
stallaticn;, &8 the value ¢f the gubdivision will be ephaxced. The City Menager
said in this crossing, the subdivider would pay half the cost,; &nd the eity half,
and the railroad will not have any cost. Councilmen Shanks moved that the City
Menager he ipstructed to proceed as cutlined by him.

The City Mansger made & report on the drainage problem discussed by MR.
FLORNCY earlier in the meeting, stating the City never had a plan to do anything
about the drainage in this ares. VWhen the subdivision wazs laid out,; Mr. Flornoy |
was told to f11l the lots and he was to excavate end develop the ditch, but he
d¢id not dig the ditch deep or wide enough. He has not dorne what he wag suppose
to do sbout the ditch and he has not put the £ill in thet he was supposed to pub
in. %The Director of Public Works discussed a drainsge emsemept north of Mr.
Flornoy's subdivieion which should be vacated and shifte# to tie in with the
eree back of his lot. The Mayor stated it seemed it was Mr. Florroy's responsi-
bility to comply with these requests.
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The City Menager reported on & commmnity study on health and hospital
needs, stating Mr. Vic Ehlers had writtea that the Community Council would under-
teke this study to determine what the commmunity would need in the future, but it
coulé nct take care of the expenses connected with employment of comsultants.

Mr. Ehlers sent a suggested scope of the work and wanted to know whether the
city was ready to participste finamcially in getting the work donme ard getting

a study completed. The City Mansger stated the Clty was ready, but it was though
the other hospitals should share in thet expense; and if they do participate
finencislly they will feel the plan is as much for them as anyone else and can
use it to a much greater extent. He suggested that Mr. Ehlers contact the other
hospitals regarding sharing the cost. The cost for the consultents was $30,000.
He also suggested that poseibly s cut down on the scope of the study could be ‘
made. Mr. Ehlers! concern now is getting some guidance as to what money will be
availleble from the City and how will the costs be shared. Councilimasn Perry sug-
gested that this $30,000 be applied on increasing the space at the hospital.

The City Msnager explsined how this study would be helpful and how it would ef-
fect tremendous savings. Councilmasn Shenks suggested that the $30,000 be dis-
tributed on the number of beds in each hospital. The Mayor suggested that this
be worked out on a room basis of sharing the cost; and if the City Manager though
it was worthwhile, the City could proceed.
